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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  your 
schools: 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  152  and  the  present  membership 
is  140.  The  total  enrollment  for  the  past  ten  years  is  as 
follows,  year  ending  in  June: 

1934   1935  1936  1937  1938  1939  1940  1941  1942  1943 
233   231   233   213   203   194   190   190   186   194 

The  decreased  membership  is  due,  of  course,  to  the  fact  that 
several  families  have  moved  into  war  production  centers. 
Bethlehem's  population  will  not  increase  during  the  war  period. 
Attendance  in  the  elementary  grades  has  been  interrupted  by 
long  periods  of  absence  of  pupils,  because  of  illness. 

The  medical  inspection  report  of  last  year  showed  140 
pupils  were  examined  and  the  following  defects  noted  and  re- 
ported to  parents:  Underweight  26,  defective  vision  10,  defec- 
tive teeth  30,  diseased  tonsils  4,  cardiac  disease  1.  The  school 
nurse  reported  corrections  as  follows:  dental  39,  vision  8. 
Many  of  the  underweight  pupils  gained  some  weight  during 
the  school  year.  This  improvement  was  doubtless  due  in 
part,  at  least,  to  the  hot  lunches  and  the  milk  served  during 
the  school  day.  Last  year  the  school  board  contracted  with 
the  Federal  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  Penny  Milk  during  much  of  the  school  year.  The 
Surplus  Marketing  Administration  also  sent  to  the  school 
apples,  evaporated  milk  and  other  products  that  helped  in 
providing  the  noon  lunch.  This  year  the  Penny  Milk  program 
is  being  continued  but  other  surplus  products  are  not  avail- 
able. The  school  board  is  sponsoring  a  simple  lunch  of  hot 
soup  or  cocoa.  This  is  being  prepared  by  high  school  pupils 
under  the  direction  of  teachers.    The  health  report  also  states 
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that  special  physical  examinations  were  given  to  the  athletic 
groups.  It  shows  that  measles  affected  the  attendance  of  80 
pupils  last  year  and  mumps  71. 

The  headmaster  and  two  high  school  teachers,  two  elemen- 
tary teachers,  and  the  music  supervisor  are  new  in  the  system 
this  year.  To  secure  so  many  efficient  teachers  for  a  small 
school  system  this  year  has  been  difficult.  We  have  been 
very  fortunate,  however,  in  our  selections.  The  teachers  who 
completed  their  service  in  Bethlehem  last  year  are  placed 
now  in  larger  schools. 

The  new  headmaster  in  the  high  school  this  year  is  Stephen 
T.  Crowther.  He  holds  B.  S.  and  M.  Ed.  degrees  from  New 
Hampshire  University.  He  was  headmaster  of  the  high  school 
at  North  Woodstock  eight  years  and  at  Warner,  N.  H.  five 
years.  His  work  in  Bethlehem  to  date  justifies  the  very  strong 
recommendations  received  from  Warner,  North  Woodstock 
and  the  University.  Mr.  Crowther  is  teaching  mathematics 
and  science,  developing  an  effective  guidance  program,  and 
coaching  the  boys'  basketball  team. 

Miss  Irma  K.  Parks  was  secured  to  succeed  Miss  Rushlow, 
teaching  English  and  French  in  the  high  school.  Miss  Parks 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory.  Her  ac- 
complishments in  dramatics  and  music  are  proving  a  valuable 
asset  in  the  development  of  assembly  and  public  programs. 

Miss  Harriet  Congdon,  a  graduate  of  Lancaster  Academy 
and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  is  teaching  the  com- 
mercial subjects  of  the  high  school  and  some  classes  in  the 
junior  high  grades.  Miss  Congdon  has  had  several  college 
courses  in  physical  education  and  is  directing  some  work  in 
physical  education  for  the  girls. 

For  the  position  in  grades  five  and  six  Miss  Shirley  Velan- 
der  of  Littleton  was  secured.  Miss  Velander  was  graduated 
from  Plymouth  Teachers  College  last  year.  She  had  a  very 
high  scholastic  rating  in  Littleton  and  in  Plymouth. 
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The  position  in  grades  three  and  four  has  only  recently 
been  filled.  Mrs.  Allan  Downing  and  Mrs.  Philip  Lyster  very 
kindly  substituted  during  the  fall  term.  Mrs.  Charlotte  Lakin 
Keysar  has  now  been  secured  to  finish  the  year.  Mrs.  Keysar 
is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  and  has  had  thirteen  years  of  success- 
ful experience. 

The  music  position  was  filled  in  November.  Mrs.  Ruth 
Ellingwood  Wells  returned  to  Littleton  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  and  accepted  the  position.  Mrs.  Wells  is  a  graduate 
of  the  music  supervisory  course  in  Keene  Teachers  College. 
She  taught  with  marked  success  in  Lancaster  before  her  mar- 
riage. 

Miss  Klingensmith  returned  to  her  position  in  the  senior 
high  and  junior  high  grades,  and  Mrs.  Turner  consented  to 
continue  her  work  in  grades  one  and  two  during  the  emergency 
of  this  year. 

The  program  of  studies  in  high  school  and  in  elementary 
grades  remains  practically  unchanged.  The  school  board  has 
approved  the  speed-up  agricultural  program  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Army  and  Navy  plans  for  high 
school  seniors  and  juniors  passing  service  examinations.  One 
of  the  junior  boys  passed  the  Army  V-5  examinations  with  a 
very  high  score  and  is  taking  extra  work  to  complete  his 
high  school  course  in  February  1945. 

Headmaster  Crowther  is  doing  effective  work,  of  a  very 
practical  nature,  in  guidance  with  high  school  pupils.  Teach- 
ers are  urged  to  relate  the  war  efforts  of  our  armed  forces 
and  the  work  of  the  civilian  population  to  their  classrooom 
teaching  as  much  as  possible.  Through  current  events  papers, 
motion  pictures,  and  classroom  and  assembly  talks  much  is 
being  done.  The  sale  of  stamps  continues  with  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  and  with  effective  instruction  in  thrift 
and  patriotism.  The  teachers  with  the  aid  of  several  citizens 
conducted  the  registration  for  Ration  Book  Four. 
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The  table  headed  Bethlehem  School  Finances  shows  costs 
from  1927  to  1943.  Again  there  was  a  slight  increase  in 
the  cost  per  pupil  last  year  over  any  preceding  year.  This, 
of  course,  is  due  to  the  smaller  number  of  pupils,  average  mem- 
bership, during  the  year.  The  total  costs  and  the  current 
costs  could  not  be  reduced  last  year  and  probably  cannot  dur- 
ing the  war  period  because  of  necessary  higher  salaries  and 
higher  costs  of  fuel,  repairs,  and  school  materials. 

During  the  past  year  several  classrooms  and  the  ceilings  in 
the  corridors  have  been  painted.  The  heating  system  has 
been  fully  inspected  and  some  improvements  have  been  made. 
The  stoker  has  required  some  expenditure.  The  gymnasium 
floor,  too,  has  required  some  labor  and  other  minor  repairs 
have  been  made.  The  insurance  company  having  the  boiler 
insurance  paid  the  full  cost  of  the  damage  done  to  the  boiler. 

The  appropriation  for  the  present  school  year  was  $28,000. 
This  was  $500  less  than  the  appropriation  for  the  preceding 
year.  The  present  year  will  close  with  a  deficit,  estimated 
at  present  as  about  $500.  If  the  district  accepts  the  budget 
recommended  by  the  school  board,  including  this  deficit,  an 
appropriation  of  at  least  $29,500  will  be  necessary  to  balance 
the  accounts  in  June  1945. 

The  bonds  have  been  paid  annually.  The  total  amount 
now  due   is  $40,000. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  kind- 
ness during  this  year  and  the  preceding  years  I  have  worked 
in  your  school  system.

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Headmaster's  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  first  annual  report  and  summary  of 
work. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  high  school  for  the  present 
year  is  48.    The  total  enrollment  for  the  building  is  152. 

Although  this  report  covers  less  than  one-half  of  a  year's 
work  and  observation,  I  have  seen  the  pupils  all  through  the 
school  doing  their  bit  to  help  in  the  war  effort.  Thirteen 
boys  and  fourteen  girls  worked  in  the  National  Harvest 
Emergency  getting  in  the  potato  crop. 

All  the  classes  have  weekly  supported  the  sale  of  war 
stamps  and  bonds. 

Two  members  of  the  school,  Manus  Perkins  and  Wilbur 
Callender,  have  left  to  enter  the  armed  forces.  George  Blaney 
has  passed  his  examinations  and  is  an  air  cadet. 

The  program  of  studies  of  the  school  has  not  been  changed. 
It  seems  to  me  to  be  quite  well  balanced  for  a  school  of  this 
size. 

I  feel  that  you,  and  the  community,  should  be  congratulated 
on  the  fine  school  building  and  equipment.  I  am  glad  that 
it  has  been  kept  up  by  a  planned  program. 

The  teachers  this  year  are  very  capable  and  willing  to  do 
their  part  in  the  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  school. 

Miss  Parks  handles  dramatics,  the  school  paper,  and  aids 
in  the  music  program  of  the  school.  She  has  organized  a 
dramatic  club. 

Miss  Congdon  coaches  the  girls  in  basketball.  She  has 
also  headed  the  war  stamp  program. 
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Miss  Klingensmith  is  starting  a  troop  of  Campfire  Girls. 

I  have  sponsored  a  science  club,  and  am  coaching  the 
boys  in  basketball. 

The  grade  teachers  are  working  hard  and  deserve  much 
credit  for  their  help  in  the  general  running  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Wells  is  teaching  a  chorus  group,  and  working 
with    the    pupils    who    play    instruments. 

The  work  which  Mr.  Harold  Taylor  has  done  with  the 
young  people's  band  is  greatly  appreciated. 

In  the  health  program  I  am  glad  to  report  that  not  only 
are  the  pupils  checked,  but  careful  follow  up  work  is  carried 
on. 

The  study  time  of  the  pupils  should  be  used  economically. 
It  has  seemed  that  some  pupils  needed  to  improve,  and  are 
improving  in  this  respect.  It  is  my  hope  that  some  of  the 
pupils  in  partial  standing  will  be  up  with  their  class  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  school 
board,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  teachers,  pupils 
and  citizens  for  their  kind  cooperation.
